German Infiuence in Court. 

While he was at the stafka (as the 
Russian grand headquarters is called) 
the pro-German intrigue Aared not raise 
its ‘head.

THE HEARST POLICY. 

Tt is to be hoped a few days will put the public 
in possession of the definite purposes of the gov- 
ernment respecting our international situation. 
Up to this time the administration’s program has 
not been discernible and indeed may not have been 
formulated. But it is obvious that the time for 
some explicit statement must arrive with the con- 
vening of congress. : 

If the government’s ideas have been uncertain 
or undisclosed ft is also true that a considerable 
American press has apparently not made up its 
mind. But there are some exceptions, among them 
the Hearst newspapers. Mr. Hearst's views of 
what our program ought to be have been expressed 
with point and vigor, and, published by his news- 
papers in every section of the couftry, must exer- 
cise a notable influence upon public opinion 
throughout the country. 
® With one of Mr. Hearst's chief recommendations } 
The Trisune is in the heartiest accord, having in 
fact anticipated him in proposing and urging it 
as an essential of national safety. That is, uni- 
versal compulsory service. . 

Also with Mr. Hearst's insistence that America 
shall develop tts own strength THE TRIBUNE 
heartily agrees, that we shall have a powerful 
havy. and full modern equipment for army, and | 
navy, modern artillery, and ample reserves. 

_ Tae TRIBUNE agreés with Mr. Hearst, moreover, 
that the nation is in a profoundly serious situa- 
tion, that it is full of the gravest possibilities and 
the most far-reaching consequences both to us 
and to our posterity.

Imagine this 
bulging scale to be pulled out of shape from with- 
in, flattening slightly, and then quickly recover- 
ing its original convexity, owing to the spring 
of its nervures..

Dr. F. H. Martin of Na- 
tional Defense Board 
Explains Plans.

Twenty-one thousand @octors are 
wanted for the United States army now 
being recruited. Every man of them 
will be mustered in as an officer, with 
rank and pay of lieutenant or better. 

Dr. Franklin H. Martin, member of 
the national committee of defense and 
fn charge of organizing the medical and 
ganitation wing of the service, brings 
the word from a conference in Wash- 
ington. 

Of this army of physicians 10,000 men 
will be in active service and the rest 
will be a reserve corps, “‘ nominated for 
the army.’’ The doctors are being or- 
ganized on the theory that 1,000,000 men 
will be enlited. 


ents Explained. 
Under the plan the army, and medical 
men, will number as follows: 
Regular army, 295,000 men; 2,100 
doctors, age limit 32. 
National guard, 300,000 men; 2,100 
doctors, age limit slightly higher. 
Volunteers, 500,000 men; 3,500 doc- 
tors, age limit 45. 
Doctors on other service, 3,300. 
Doctors, not to be immediately at- 
tached, but for “reserve service,” 
to be listed in case.of need, 11,000. 
The work has been going on quietly { — 
for more than a year, Mr. Martin said 
Jast night at his home in Kenilworth. 
‘Then he explained the vast labor that 
will fall upon the physician and surgeon 
in case the United States is tnrown into 
a “modern war.” 


Duties Are Manifold. 

“The doctor is on the job all the 
“time,” he said, “from the day the re- 
eruit appears until he is mustered out. 
Sie must see, first, that the man is fit 
to enter the war. Then he must guard, 
dally, his health, the water he drinks, 
the food he eats. Regular examinations 
will be made. The men will be kept in 
perfect condition at all times. 

“Wven on the day he is discharged 
he must be examined and records made, 
eo that later there may be no pension 
frauds. The physician will protect the 
people at home from plagues, epidemics 
and diseases which break out in armies.

The Rev. Massmann was found in his 
cottage in Lombard last night in smok- 
ing jacket and slippers reading a Ger- 
man Bible by the light of a kerosene

“* The story of my arrest as a German 
spy,” he said with a smile, ‘is like the 
report of Mark Twain's death—greatly 
exaggerated. In fact, I haven’t been ar- 
rested or threatened with, arrest. I 
first heard the story that I had been 
arrested when my wife came home from 
the butcher shop before supper. She 
said the butcher in all seriousness had 
asked her when I had been put in jail.

RAILROADS WILL! 
ASK 15 PER CENT 


Likely to Be Sought in 
? Next Ten Days. 


Washington, D. C., March 27.—General 
advances in freight rates will be sought, 
probably within the next ten days, by 
railroads in every section of the United 
States. Preliminary steps were taken 
today by virtually all railroads con- 
cerned in an informal conference with 


: the interstate commerce commission. 


Definite announcement was made that 
the advance asked for eastern roads 
would be 15 per cent on all commodities 
except ore, bituminous coal and coke. 
Representatives of western lines, tn- 
dicated that they, too, would ask. for 
15 per cent. 

Railroads of the southwest submitted 
figures showing that increases ranging 
between 18 and 21.4 per cent were 
needed. Southern railroads probably 


crease desired at a conference here next. 
Friday. No authority will be sought, 
under present proceedings, to increase 
passenger fares. ae, 

Will See State Bodies. 

In addition to the proceedings before 
the interstate commerce commission 
concerning interstate rates, spokesmen 
for the railroads let it be known that 
they are preparing to go before every 
state railroad and public utilities com- 
mission in the union to ask for author- 
ity to increase their freight tariffs on 
intrastate traffic. . 

But one dissenting voice was raised 
at today’s conference, A. E. Helm, rep- 
resenting the public utilities commis- 
sion of Kansas, cited figures to uphold 
his contention that the railroads’ emer- 
gency was not so pressing as it had 
been depicted and that net incomes of 
the roads last. year were tremendously 
greater than the year before. . 

Telegraphic protests against the pro- 
posed iriereases poured into the offices 
of the commission all day. 


_ Expenses Higher, Is Plea. 

In the case of all railroads except 
those in the south, the request for 
amendment of the rules so as to per- 
mit a prompt general advance in rates 
was based primarily on the ground 
that the cost of labor, fuel, equipment 
and supplies had risen to unexpected 
levels,-and that taxes also were much 
higher than last year. ; 

B. F. Bush, ‘receiver of the Missouri 
Pacific, told the commission that unless 
there was a general advance in freight. 
rates, authorized by the interstate com- 
merce commission and. the state com- 
missions, there was but one alternative 
—government ownership. | 


Only Fair Deal Asked. 

President Holden of the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy said that a 15 per 
cent advance for western roads would 
meet the increased cost of operating due 
to higher cost of supplies and labor. 

On behalf of the western lines Mf. 
Holden sought to ascertain if the com-_ 
mission would entertain a petition for a 
horizontal increase in rates. The com- 
mission did not indicate its attitude on ' 
this point. The western lines, Mr. . 
Holden said, would: promptly file a for- 
mal petition similar to that now before 
the commission in the case of the east- 
ern roads, requesting a suspension of the 
rules to permit a general advance.
